great change in the personal appear- 
ance of the man who will sit at the 
festive board, presided over by for- 
mer Plremier Ramsay MacDonald, 


with intellectuals, distinguished gov- 
ernment officials and famous literary 
lights ranged along the table, 

The flood of years has mellowed the 
stormy. scornful young Irish icono- 
clast of the eighties and nineties, with 
his bristling red beard waving defiant- 
ly like a red flag, into a benign elder- 
ly gentleman, whose white whiskers 
and benevolent mien would get him a 
job as Santa Claus at anybody's 
Christmas party. 

Aside from these changes Bernard 
Shaw is as youthful as ever, is as 
erect and trim as a college athlete and 
still is adhering to his creed of being 
plunged to the neck in the life of his 
time. He strides along the Strand 
on early morning constitutionals with 
all the sprightliness of 40 years azo. 

The dinner in his honor will be 
one of postprandial brilliance. One 
of G. B. 8.’s accomplishments is that 
he is as remarkable an after-dinner 
speaker as he is a dramutist and 
satirist. 

Almost unbelievable financial of- 
fers have been made by Arerican lec- 
ture managers to induce him to tour 
the United States, but without suc- 
cess, largely because, he says, the 
enormous sums offered indicate that 
if the managers were to get their 
money back he would have to sneak to 
immense audienees in large halls, and 
that would be no fun. 

So. G. B. S. contents himself to 
remain in the heart of busy London 
and watch the streams of life pass his 
doorstep, and collect the streams of 
royalty checks that pour in from all 
corners of the world from his literary 
output.

Religion Gain 


In Strength, Declares Davis 


Crown Point, Ind., July 25.—(4)— 
Old-fashioned religion, with its real 
belief in God, is stronger today than 
ever in its history, James J. Davis, 
secretary of labor, said in an address 
to a community meeting held by civic 
organizations and chambers of com- 
merce of the Calumet region of Illi- 
nois and Indiana near here today. 

“Those who would try to tear it 
down may well beware for, in the 
words of the Scriptures: ‘Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked,’” warned 
Secretary Davis. 

He recounted the fall of the Ro- 
man empire and remarked that “while 
it is not true that the church brought 
civilization into the world, it was the 
church that gaved_ civilization for 
mankind.” 

Again it is said that the world is 


beginning to lose the fruits of Chris- 
tian experience and teaching, he said, 
and that the people are losing their 
ancient faith in God and immortality, 
are ceasing to venerate the Bible, and 
aré more interested in science than 
religion, 


“It is my opinion that, while there 
may be some justice in this com- 
plaint, the complaint itself is some- 
what exaggerated,” said Mr. Davis. 
“I believe that statistics will show 
there has never been a time when 
church membership was larger in pro- 
portion to the population than it is 
today. Surely there has never been a 
time when it was easier to raise 
church funds. 

“It ig probable that there never was 
an age when more people believed in 
religion than believe in it today.” 


AMERICAN RECORD 
SET BY INDUSTRY, 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, July 25—Record-break- 
ing activity on the part of Americas 
industries and railroads, favorable for- 
eign trade pbnditions and some degree 
of improvement in the agricultural sit- 
uation marked the year 1926, accord- 
ing to the commerce year-book issued 
today by the department of commerce. 
This ornnon, comprising more 
than 750 pages, is the fourth in an 
annual series and furnishes a cuom- 
plete analytical and statistical record 
of American commerce and industry. 

“Considered as an entirety the in- 
dustry and commerce of the United 
States during 1925 reached the highest 
levels ever attained in our history, 
not even excepting the years of abnor- 
mal war activity,” says the k in 
summarizing conditions in general. 

“Nevertheless, apart from heavy 
speculation in the securities market, 
the year was not one of credit infla- 
tion or boom psychology. The —_ 
activity of business represented the 
continuance 0f conditions scarcely in- 
terrupted since the middle of 1922. 
The basic reason for the greater vol- 
ume of business has been the increas- 
ing efficiency of industry and com- 
merce, 

“During the summer of 1924 there 
had been a temporary recession oO 
modest proportions in the activity of 
business so that the volume of produc- 
tion and domestic trade for the year 
was slightly less than in 1923. This 
small loss in ground was more than 
recovered last year. The department 
of commerce index for the quantita- 
tive volume of manufacturing output 
indicates a production 101-2 per cent 
greater than in 1924, 5 per cent great- 
er even than in 1923 and more than 
25 per cent greater than in cither 
1919 or 1920. The corresponding in- 
dex of mineral production showec an 
inctease of nearl, 5 per cent over 
19 the anthracite strike alone ac- 
counting for the fact that the peak 

1923 The out- 
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the year as a whole-was more than 
60 per cent greater and that the 
maximum month of 1925 showed out- 
put more than 80 per cent greater 
than the minimum month of the de- 
pression year.” 

Increased efficiency is noted as 
one of tu> important achievements of 
American industry. 

“From a broad point of view, the 
most impressive fact with regard tu 
the recent history of American indus- 
try is its constantly advancing ef- 
ficiency,” says the summary. 

As to agriculture it.is stated that 
“while some branches have not yet 
recovered from the injury wrought by 
the great slump in prices of farm 
products in 1920 and 1921, the situa- 
tion in general during the past two 
years has been more satisfactory than 
before and on the whole the year 
1925 witnessed some improvement as 
compared with 1924,”

ment of Governor McDaniel’s admin- 
istration as governor of Georgia was 
the erection of the present state capi- 
tol, which wag built with less than 
the amount appropriated for that pur- 
pose. The legislature voted $1,000,000 
for the building and when it was com- 
pleted the capitol commission turned 
back into the treasury the sum of 
$86, that being the amount left of 
the million-dollar appropriation. 

It is said that this was the first 
and one of the few public buildings 
ever erected in the United States 
where the amount used was less than 
the appropriation. 

Henry oe tae governor 
of Georgia (1883-188 the son of 
Ira O. McDaniel, a 20) of Pendle- 
ton istrict, South Carolina, of revo- 
lutionary descent, a pioneer merchant 
in Atlanta and prominent in city af- 
fairs, was born September <4, 1836, 
in Monroe. 

He graduated from the Atlanta high 
schools and from Mercer university 
with the degree of A. B., and with 
the highest honors of the class in the 
year 1856. The University of Geor- 
gia gave him a degree of LL.D. in 
1907. He studied law in Atlanta and 
began the >ractice of his profession 
in Monroe in 1857. 

pposed Secession. 

In 1860 he wes elected as a dele- 
gate from Walton county to the state 
convention of 1861, opposing seces- 
sion and voting against the Nesbit 
resolution ‘to secede, but with many 
other delegates of the minority vot- 
ing and signing the formal ordinance 
to secede. He was a member of the 
committee on the relation of the slave- 
holding states of Nofth America, and 
later, when the constitution of the 
state as a member of the Confederacy 
was adopted, he was a member of the 
committee on aprerreet. which 
arranged the 44 senatorial districts. 
maintained with slight material 
change for at least 45 years. 

He entered the Confederate mili- 
tary serviee July 2, 1861, as first 
lieutenant of company H, 11th Geor- 


gia infantry, under command of Col- 
onel G. T. Anderson, which was sent |

valley and assigned to the brigade of 
General Francis S. Bartow. After

JUDGE KING’S DEMISE. 

Widespread sorrow will follow 
the news this morning that Judge 
Alexander Campbell King fell into 
wakeless sleep at his summer home 
in North Carolina yesterday. He 
was one of the super-eminent mem- 
bers of the bar of this city and 
state, and of the south. 

Born in Charleston in 1856, of 
the premier. stock of that chivalrous 
commonwealth, he early came to 
Atlanta and entered upon practice 
By close application 
and sterling integrity he gained dis- 
tinction and was sought as a trusted 
counsellor by many of the large 
railway interests centering here and 
radiating throughout the south. He 
was esteemed by bench and bar as 
an exemplar of the highest order of 
the profession. . 

In 1918 President Wilson’ ap- 
pointed Mr. King to be solicitor 
general of the United States and he 
filled that important post efficiently 
and brilliantly, so much so that 
when Circuit Judge Don Pardee 
died in 1920 President Harding 
named Mr. King as his successor. 
After short service on the circuit 
bench both health and family con- 
siderations led him to resign and re- 
sume practice. 

Now he passes from the stage of 
life leaving a record of pure charac- 
ter and distinguished “services of 
which his country is proud. 


THE SITUATION CLEARS, 


Reports for several sections of 
Georgia are optimistic as to the 
early reopening of banks that closed 
last week following the collapse of 
the Bankers Trust company. | 

The bank at Lakewood, near. At- 
lanta, and the bank at Gordon both 
reopened last week by order of the. 
state banking department. Others 
will open this week. The Lake- 
wood bank was not connected with 
the Bankers’ Trust company and it 
closed following a general unrest 
precipitated by the situation merely 
as a matter of precaution and to 
conserve the best interests of all 
involved. 

As The Constitution said at the 
time; a great majority of the banks 
that closed are solvent. Finding 
their fiscal agency in trouble they 
took the step in order to straighten 
out as quickly as possible the en- 
tanglements for which they were 
not directly responsible. | 

The whole situation is clearing 
rapidly and satisfactorily and in the 
end will have served one good pur- 
pose—that of breaking up a Sys- 
tem that is fundamentally unsound 
in principle.

NOBODY KNOWS WHAT THIS 
MEANS 


In a recent article I endeavored to 
explain why certain individuals are 
prone to wear excessive clothing, 
sleep under enormous covering and 
in the winter season heat their living 
or work rooms to a frightful degree. |

lowered metabolism which doctors 
term hypothyroidism. Two or three 
times in the course of the article I

“hypersensitive to cold”—in other 
words they find it difficult to keep 
warm even when normal persons are 
warm enough or too warm.

In calling the 
trouble by such a meaningless name 
you are just deceiving yourself or the 
public, concealing the probability that 
your disease may be a communicable 
one, Of eourse it is good form to 
play this little joke—all the old fogy 
health authorities of the day uphold 
the game and give their blessing to 
the practice of spreading all sorts of 
disease under that cover. 

But nobody knows what anybody 
means by “a cold,” a “simple cold,” 
a “common cold” or a “slight cold.” 
I challenge any health authority, 
physician or layman whose opivion 
has weight, to define a “cold.” No 
one has ever ventured to do so. The 
moment any health authority, physi- 
cian or layman of standing defines 
a “cold” his game is finished, for 
the great function or purpose of this 
vague term is that it enables the per- 
son who uses it to conceal the nature 
of the illness in question or to conceal 
his ignorance of the nature of the ill- 
ness in question. No health authority 
dares to answer my challenge, for the

CARDINAL HAYES 
FLAYS MEXICANS 


New York, July 25.—(#)—New 
York's 1,500,000 Roman Catholics 
were called upon today by Cardinal 


Hayes to pray for their co-religionists 
in Mexico on August 1, the date on 
which a proposed economic and socia! 
blockade of that country is to be- 
come effective. 

Cardinal Hayes denounced the treat- 
ment of Catholics by the Mexican 
government as constituting a ‘‘lis- 
tressful and dreadful crisis.” His 
pastoral letter, charging that “shock- 
ing injustices are perpetrated by an 
anti-Christian government  againat 
priests and a religious and faithful 
Catholic people,” was read at all the 
masses today. 

The pastoral letter was prepared 
before reports reached New York that 
the pope was said to regard with dis- 
favor the proposal by the archbishop 
of Mexico City of a retaliatory boy- 
cott. The letter was sent to priests 
of the diocese earlier in the week, 
Monsignor M. J. Lavelle, of St. Pat- 
rick’s cathedral, said today, and no 
change in it had been made. 

The cardinal had received no word 
from the vatican of any adverse at- 
titude of the pope to the proposed boy- 
cott, Monsignor Lavelle said. The 
pastoral letter did not refer to the 
boycott, but called for prayers for the 
Mexican Catholics on next Sunday, 
the feast of St. Peter in chains. 
similar call was issued from all Catho- 
lic pulpits today at the request of 
the pope. 

Monsignor Lavelle said Cardinal 
Hayes had heen informed of the sus- 
pension of all religious services and 
the withdrawal of priests from all 
churches in Mexico, but had no com- 
ment to make on this action. 


CATHOLICS NOTIFIED 
OF SUSPENSION. 

Mexico City, July 25.—(#)—Sus- 
pension of all religious services and 
withdrawal of priests from all Roman 
Catholic churches in Mexico beginning 
July 31 is made known in a pastoral 
letter protesting against the new re- 
ligious regulations.

COTTON AGREAGE 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Washington, July 25.—(Special.) 
Cotton acreage and production in 
Georgia increased in 1925, along with 
that of several other states, but is 
considerably less than the average of 
12 to 15 years ago, figures in the 
department of commerce year book 
just issued show. ‘The yield per acre 
dropped last year under..1924. 

The acreage in 1925 is reported at 
3,588,000 acres, the production at 1,- 
164,000 bales, the yield per acre at 
153 pounds, compared with an acre- 
age of 3,046,000 in 1924, a produec- 
tion of 1,004.000 bales, and a vield 
per acre of 157 pounds. 

The acreage in 1923. according to 
the report, was 3,421,000 acres, the 
production 588,000 bales, the yield per 
acre SZ pounds. 

The average acreage for the period 
1900-1913 was 5,141,000 acres, show- 
ing a considerable decrease now. The 
average pre for that period 
was 2,087,000 bales, and the average 
yield per acre, 193 pounds. 

“A comparison of the 1925 acre 
age with that for the large 1914 crop 
shows that the acreage in Georgia 
Alabama and Florida has decline 
considerably, and that in South Car- 
olina slightly, while increases have 
occurred in all other cotton states,”

CRASH ON RIDE

New York, July 25.-—-A loaded 
three-car train on the Thunderbolt 
ride, at the Bowery and Kensington 
walk, the newest and fastest ride on 
Coney Island, plunged down a 60-foot 
incline tonight about 7:30 o'clock 
and crashed into another crowded 
train which had stalled at the bottom 
of the dip.
